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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/21/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In regards to claims 1,17, 32, and 44, Applicant argued that Schaldach 
(US 4,867,163 hereinafter "Schaldach") fails to anticipate the claims because the 
Schaldach reference is lacking the limitation of communicating both a cardiac electrical 
signal and an audio signal to a patient-external device. However, Schaldach discloses 
that various combinations of "characteristic fields" are displayed on an external device 
(col. 23, line 59), these "characteristic fields" are input variables (col. 23, line 39), and 
signals from sound pickups (col. 7, line 61) and cardiac electrical activity (col. 8, line 1) 
are input variables (col. 7, lines 31-68). Further, Schaldach discloses displaying the 
rate of cardiac electrical depolarizations versus presphygmic period, which is picked up 
by acoustic receivers (col. 27, line 26). Therefore, Schaldach's invention clearly 
displays audio and cardiac electrical activity on a patient external device. 

2. In regards to claims 2, 35, 17, 30, and 38, Examiner maintains the position 
communicated in the Office Action dated 2/17/2006.
